"The first consideration before the gov- 


ernment was to insure that the army in 
France was supplied sufficiently with 
airplanes. 
They were the army's eyes, 


without which it was impossible to ad- 
vance. To photograph the enemy's works 
required air supremacy and without that 
supremacy it was sheer murder to allow 
troops to advance. 


"Twenty-eight fatal casualties suffered 


by the civilian population in the last raid 
was very regrettable, ibut unless the 
troop? at th« fror.t were supplied with 
sufficient 
airplanes to secure proper 


knowledge of the German trenches and 
positions and to guide the artillery bar- 
rage their losses might easily be not 
twenty-eight, but 28.000. 


"The slightest deficiency in airplane 


work and a single machine gun emplace- 
ment overlooked might in a few minutes 
mean the loss of a thousand lives. The 
country's first duty was to protect these 
men. 


REALIZE PROBLEM. 


. "The Germans realize the importance 
of this question quite as much as we, and 
they were trying to diminish our superi- 
ority by attempting to-force us to with- 
draw machines from France in order to 
protect our home towns; jf the Germans 
knew by bombing English towns they 
could compel us to withdraw fighting 
squadrons from ^France, nothing would 
encourage them more. 


"If airplanes could be provided both at 


the front" and for defense against raids it 
would, of course, be done; if not the 
srmy must come first and it Is vitally 
Important 
that the 
Germans should 


know it.

while the debate proceeded on the 
floor in an effort to devise amend- 
ments to pave the -nay for final pas- 
sage of the bill. 
The Democratic steering committee 
met before the Senate convened, but 
was unable to reach an agreement and 
definite action was deferred. .Sena- 
tors said the situation among 
the

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PREPARATION FOR LAWLESSNESS. 


Advices from the Northwest have been received 


by Sheriff Yeale of Contra Costa county to the 
effect that an army of I. W. W., some 2000 strong, 
driven out of Seattle, Portland, Spokane, Walla 
Walla and other-Washington and Oregon cities, is 
on its "way hither, and, it may be assumed, with in- 
tent to wreak vengeance on any community which 
it finds unprepared to protect itself. Contra Costa 
is therefore 
mobilizing its home guard, and the 


sheriff is organizing and equipping a civil posse of 
800, in anticipation of the emergency. 


Sheriff Veale has a reputation for decision of 


character. From long observation and some exper- 
ience in such matters and with such people he has 
come to a definite conclusion as "to"the necessary 
course of i action. To. the considerable force that 
will be under his control he has issued the laconic 
order to "refrain from antagonistic action, but 
•hoot down the first man who lifts a hand to de- 
stroy property." 


The system of driving these lawless people from 


one community to another must .be regarded as a 
poor expedient. They should be met and dealt with 
in a manner to destroy -their mobilization and 
power for mischief.

organized tlie defenses of Paris and by throwing 
Vou Kluck back from the Marne and demonstrating 
that the Teuton was not invincible, restored the con- 
fidence of the French people and turned the tide of 
the war. In Eussia Kerensky, the dynamic war 
minister, has revitalized the army into an offensive 
power. The King of Belgium, by remaining with 
the remnants of his army on that little corner saved 
from the invader, has kept alive the Belgian na- 
tional spirit of resistance. 


But the most forceful personality among the war 


figures is that of Eleutherios Venizelos of Greece. 
It can truly be said that this man has held the 
destiny of Greece in his hand. He prevented former 
King Constantine from turning the country over 
to the German war lords, going to the extent of 
open rebellion to ,do so. The people being behind 
him, Venizelos has now returned to,the premiership 
and Constantine -has fled to his wife's brother's 
protection. He is the actual directing lorce ot tiie 
Greek government and is leading his people in re- 
covering that which their former king lost from 
them in material advantage, in national honor and 
Ihe respect of the outside world. 


The history of Venizelos from the time when he 


faced the Turks at Akrotiri in 1897, defying the 
warships sent by Europe to the aid of Turkey, to 
the present has been that of a man of great faith, 
who made fairness and truth the basis for his of- 
ficial and personal conduct. Speaking before the 
Greek parliament on September 12, 1915, Venizelos 
uttered a statement which aptly describes the most 
prominent phase of his character: 


"Of course, faith accompanied with the fold- 


ing of the hand in inaction and indifference to 
whatever happens about us, such a faith can- 
not bring any fruit; but if faith is joined with 
constant and relentless work for preparing the 
/feountry to face the circumstances and to fore- 
see the morrow without limiting itself to 
patching up the present day, then such a faith 
is a doer of great deeds, and an accomplisher 
of far-reaching and marvelous works for the 
world." 


It is futile, of course, to look for any single cause 


for the superman, "the successful leader, in crises 
which try men by fire and reject the great majority 
of aspirants for leadership as. unfit, but surely we 
may accept. this. prescription of Eleutherios Veni- 
zelos as one -of the essentials. It partly explains 
why some men are wielding a great influence in 
their nation's affairs and why so many empiricists 
are sitting 'by the wayside. 


America has not been in the war long enough to 


test its leaders with war's heaviest responsibilities. 
But we may be sure that that will come later. In 
the meantime we wait with calm hope, contemplat- 
ing the virtues and the talents of the statesman of 
modern Greece, who has silenced the once popular

Mr. Orville Wright, inventor of the airplane and 


the first man in the world to fly, says that if the 
United States could drop 1000 airplanes on the 
French front today Germany will know before night 
that \ve were there. The difference between five 
years of war and immediate victory for the allies is 
10,000 airplanes, is another way Mr. Wright puts it. 
The way to win the war is simply to drive the 
enemy from the sky. 
Then the allies will be 


supreme. 


These are not exactly new ideas. The adminis- 


tration is talking of building 100,000 airplanes and 
has asked Congress to appropriate §630,000,000 for 
this purpose. General Squier, the head of the army 
aviation department, does not talk glibly of 100,- 
000- aircraft, but he does say that such, a force is 
not impossible within a comparatively short time 
and that it is no more difficult to comprehend than 
was a land force of 100,000 infantry a few years 
ago. 


Industrial plants of the United States could 


within a brief period turn out enormous supplies 
of motors for fighting aircraft and this would 
solve the most difficult problem of building such 
an enormous fleet. But that would not be all. 
Where shall we get the crews for operating 100,000 
airplanes? Undoubtedly these men can be sup- 
plied also, but it will take longer to train them 
than it will to build the machines. Mr. Wright's 
ideas are the most common sense like of any yet 
advanced. With 10,000 'planes at once the allies 
could blind the enemy and make victory certain.' 
Perhaps the governments of the allies are centering , 
their attention on such a number and also on the | 
training of .-niators. Perhaps The United States 
realizes the importance of aiding in this program 
and is busy on it now and is not waiting until Con- 
gress gets through debating new legislation. Let 
us hope this is the case.

SLEEPING VICTIMS 


BURNED TO DEATH IN 


BLAZING FIRE TRAP 


Hemmed in by Flames, Helpless, Many 


Are Brought to Safety by Police 
and Firemen in Morning Mishap 


FIVE KNOWN DEAD IS FIRE'S TOLL 


SAX FRANCISCO, July 10.—Five 


men are known to be dead and others 
are believed to have perished as the 
result of a fire which broke out at 
9:30 last night in a restaurant p.t the 
Embarcadero and Washington street 
and spread rapidly through the flimsy 
Cosmopolitan 
rooming 
house, 
in 


which 125 men were sleeping, close- 
packed as emigrants in a steerage. 
The building was such a veritable 
fire-trap that probably half the deni- 
zens would have been suffocated and 
burned had It not been for the heroic 
work of the firemen and the police. 


The identified dead are: 
George Burke, electrician. 
Captain Thomas S. Williams, re- 
tired sea capvain. 


"Black Jack" Mahony, marine fire- 
man. 


The body of Burke, when recovered 


from the ruins, gave mute evidence 
of the fact that he had cut his throat 
in his roorfe when he realized that 
escape was shut off. 


The 
Cosmopolitan 
was a

"doss house,", where beds were, rented 
for 10 and 15 cents a night. Four- 
teen of the occupants were so stupid 
with liquor that they had to be liter- 


. ally carried to the street The rescue 
j work was performed with remarkable 


speed and .efficiency. The

burned like' tinder and within ten 
minutes from the time the alarm was 
turned in the structure was wrapped 
in flames from Commercial to Wash- 
ington street.

But in the face of reports 
from various sections of the country It 
Is evident that every golfer who can park 
himself in the vicinity of a. course is bent 
on topping and slicing his merry way 
around the links as of yore 
It Is estimated that 100,000 golf con- 
verts are added to the fast growing army 
of players 
In this country each year. 


Those who are in a position to make es- 
timates say that this Is a conservative 
figure, for there is no way of getting at 
the actual figures because no tab is kept 
on the players who frequent the many- 
public links, -while the membership fig- 
ures of many small golf clubs have not 
been investigated. 
In comparison to,baseball, golf runs a 
close second as a popUlar sport and it Is 
altogether different. Baseball has 
its 
millions of fans and its thousands of play- 
ers, but nearlv every golf fan Is a player 
himself, and the players of golf are num- 
bered bv the hundreds of thousands in 
this country today. 
There are approximatelv 
11,000 golf 
courses In the United States, and this 
number does not include many links that 
have been laid out on privately owned es- 
tates. And golf hasn't stopped growing. 
Rather it is forging ahead by great leaps 
and bounds. 
The war, according to 
a number of 
well informed golf authorities, is bound 
to increase interest In golf rather than 
lessen it. In France today there are many 
players of golf who probably would never 
ha\e taken up the game had it not been 
for war. Golf Is encouraged among sol- 
diers and officers behind the firing lines. 
It is a healthy out door recreation that 
can be recommended to young and old 
alike, and there is no sport in the cur- 
riculum that offers such a wide range of 
players. Anyone between the ages of ten 
and sixty can take up golf and get enjoy- 
ment out of it. 
Even the soldiers who are crippled In 
battle on the western front in France are 
takin? up the game 
Phil Carter, the 
New "York star who recently went to 
France with the Tale military unit, re- 
ports that the countrv is 
full of one- 


armed players. 
Many of these players 
were devoted to the game before they 
suffered injuries, but many others «never 
had a golf club In their hands before. 
According to a letter from 
Carter, the 
one-armed golfers of France put up a 
cracking good ga-ne.
